Acting Assistant Surgeon Marsillan reports, May 27: 

Week ended May 25, 1907. 

Vessels inspected and bills of health issued 3 

Crews inspected 91 

Crews inspected landed here 

Crews inspected taken on here 

Passengers inspected, cabin, landed here 1 

Immune certificates issued 

No vessel fumigated this week. 

The British steamship Etona, /rom Buenos Aires and San Juan, 
P. R., and bound for a port in the United States via Cuban ports, landed 
here one cabin passenger from Buenos Aires in good sanitary condition. 

The Danish steamship Nordvhalen, from Hamburg and cleared for 
New York with a cargo of sugar, had one case of ordinary sickness 
treated on board until recovery. 

The Norwegian steamship Melderskin, from Buenos Aires, Barba- 
dos and Fredericksted, St. Croix, W. I., and bound for New York 
via Habana, left during her voyage 2 passengers at Barbados and one 
crew at Fredericksted, but none in this port, nor for the United States. 

No quarantinable disease entered the port during the week. 

The sanitary condition of the city and surrounding country is 
satisfactory. 

Stegomyia calopus mosquitoes are more numerous.

A case of 3 r ellow fever was reported at San Nicolas, Habana Province, 
May 27, 1907. 

The patient was a Spanish boy, 14 years old, who arrived in Cuba 
six months ago. He has been living in San Nicolas for some time 
(just how long I was not able to find out), and received his infection 
there. He was taken sick May 21, and was reported as suspicious May 
26, and a board of experts was sent to decide upon the case. They 
arrived in San Nicolas on May 27 and reported him positive the same 
date. The boy died during the night of May 27. 

San Nicolas is 15 miles this side of Nueva Paz, and Union de Reyes 
is situated 15 miles the other side. Habana can be reached by electric 
car in one hour and a half or two hours from San Nicolas, and passengers 
can reach Tampa from the infected district in forty hours. 
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
